COMMON SE N S E AN D Cl V IL S E R ­ 
VICE REFORM. 


General John Pope has made a new 
departure es a writer, having written an 
article for the current number of the 
North American Review on “ Common 
sense and civil service reform.” In the 
main the article supports practical prin­ 
ciples in civil service, and in it are some 
suggestions worthy of consideration. 
The Gazette does not belong to that 
claes of newspapers that believe in a 
Miss Nancy style of civil service reform* 
It dees not believe in the Jacksonian 
doctrine of “to tbe victors belong tbe 
spoils,” but it believes in a vigorous, 
practical, common sense, honestciyilser­ 
vice—-a service that will put no enemy 
on guard—and coe that will fill all 
tbe important and responsible positions 
with 
capable 
and 
honorable 
men 
who ere in full sympathy with the ad­ 
ministration in power. There i6 nothing 
like having friends to represent you in 
any important enterprise, and so any ad­ 
m inistrate n needs its friends—efficient 
and honest—to share in tbe responsibil­ 
ity of doing the work connected with the 
various departments of the government. 
One 
point 
which 
General 
Pope 
makes 
is 
worthy 
of 
attention 
because 
it 
is 
sound 
in principlet 
and that is, when a 
democrat, for 
instance, votes for a candidate for presi­ 
dent, he votes also for a chfcnge rn all 
the important offices so that they shall 
be filled with democrats representing the 
principles and who are in full sympathy 
with a democratic edministration; and 
the same may be said of republicans, of 
course, who vote for a president. Anotfier 
point is that the administration placed 
in power is simply the agent of the peo­ 
ple to carry out the wishes of a majority 
of tbe voters. There is nothing cf the 
“ machine” or “ spoils” politics'rn this. 
It is simply putting friends of the ad­ 
ministration on guard—putting them in 
a position in which they oau contribute 
to 
the 
strength and 
efficiency of 
the 
party 
that 
is 
responsible 
for 
the 
management 
cf 
the 
government; and as General Pope sug­ 
gests, it oan be safely said that the gov­ 
ernment of the United States will con­ 
tinue to be carried on by political parties, 
and that the public offices will be held, 
as they should be, by tho adherents of 
the party in power. 
This is net only 
right, but it is wise, for this reason t 
“ that every administration 
in 
tbi* 
country goes into power to execute some 
policy which the people have determined 
upon, and tho executive department of 
the government, its agent, is bound to 
use all the msans placed at its command, 
within the law, to make this policy suc­ 
cessful.” If President Harrison should 
depend 
upon 
democrats 
to 
make 
his 
administration 
successful, 
he 
would 
be 
disappointed, 
and 
bis 
administration would be a miserable fail­ 
ure. 
An enemy of an administration is 
not going to work for its prosperity and 
success, and therefore the friends of tbe 
party in power are charged with the re­ 
sponsibility of executing the laws. 
General Pope does not seem to under­ 
stand the power of congressmen rn rec­ 
ommending apointments to office. 
He 
suggests that congressmen should have 
the power to name the ap poiutees to tbe 
more numerous class of offices, such, of 
com e, as postmasters, revenue tfficers, 
attorneys, and so on, as the congressmen 
would be better acquainted with the ap­ 
plicants than tbe -president coaid pos 
eibly be. As a rule, and this bas been ad­ 
hered to under many‘admiDistrations,tbe 
congressmen and senators have practic­ 
ally the appointing power. 
General 
Pope has certainly not forgotten tbe 
saying of President Lincoln when a con­ 
test was going on between two faction8 
of citizens in Iowa over a postoffice. 
They were very, equally 
divided in 
strength and character, but one cf them 
was supported by the 
congressman 
and the candidate fortunate enough to 
have 
that 
support 
secured 
the 
office. 
The leader of the defeated fac 
tion thought the president should have 
acted otherwise, independent of 
the 
congressman, and he put this question to 
him: “ Mr. Lincoln, are you really pres 
ident, or is the congressman ?” Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s prompt reply was, “ Well, in this 
case, it seems that the congressman is 
president.” And so it has been ever 
since. It is a wise policy that o m s the 
senator and tbe members of congress this 
distribution of power. It is tbe best way 
to prevent bad appointments, e s the rule 
is that a senator or a member of congress 
will cot knowingly recommend a candi­ 
date who is unfit for a responsible office. 
There is a good deal of humbuggtry 
about the so-called civil service reform. 
It is not practical and not in e:o rd si h 
the sentiment of the country. 
Ha) es’ 
civil service older No. I was a dead fail­ 
ure, and all such orders will be and 
should be. The people of this country 
will not give their emotion to that feat­ 
ure of civil service, which professional 
reformers 
praise 
so 
loudly, that 
practically disfranchises thousands of 
intelligent and respectable men be­ 
cause they 
bold an offioa.

B illy M urphy, an E x-C onvict, Shot by a 
F orm er D etectiv e. 


D e n v e r , Col., Sept. 7.—Tim othyStock­ 
ing. a faro-dealer in the Arcade gambling 
hall, shot dead Billy Murphy, an ex-con^ 
vict of the Joliet (IIL) penitentiary, early 
this morning. 
Tho circumstances leading up to the 
murder are something of a romance. 
In 
1883 Miss Williams, a beautiful young 
girl, went to Chicago from *a small town 
In Wisconsin. 
There she met Billy Mur- 
yhy, a plumber, who fell madly in love 
with her. 
The young girl did not return 
his affection, and soon afterward she mar­ 
ried Timothy Stocking, a member of Pin­ 
kerton’s force. 
Murphy took to drink and 
a couple of months after tho wedding was 
caught attem pting to burglarize a resi­ 
dence and sentenced to five yours’ impris­ 
onment, Stocking being tho principal w it­ 
ness of the prosecution. 
Murphy swore 
he would kill both Stocking and his wife 
as soon as he could gain h's liberty. 
After his release he followed the couple 
over the country, finally locating them in 
Denver. 
About I o’clock this morning Stocking 
was awakened by some one knocking at 
tbe front door, and going to the entrance 
he asked who was there. 
Being informed 
it was B illy Murphy, Stocking looked be­ 
tween the blinds and saw the man with a 
huge knife. 
Stocking picked up a shot 
gun and fired the contents into Murphy’s 
face and neck, literally tearing them to 
pieces. 
Murphy staggered out of the 
gate and fell on the walk a corpse. Stock­ 
ing was arrested and locked up. 
The 
deed man had a father living on Blue 
Island avenue in Chicago and a cousin and 
a brother in the same city, both of whom 
are quite wealthy and influential citizens.

These dissensions are helping tho dock 
companies and causing a relaxation of tho 
discipline of the strikers. 
Pickets are not 
so vigilant or effective as formerly, and 
many men are passing into tho gates and 
accepting work at the dock-masters' terms. 
Burns is undaunted and refuses to hold 
any direct communication with tho dock 
directors and implores tho men to main­ 
tain an Unbroken front, now that victory 
is within thoii* grasp.

It gives to all peace officers author­ 
ity to arrest deserters without warrants or 
m ilitary orders; guards against the read­ 
mission to the service of “repenters-’ or 
professional deserters, and provides that 
ono-third of tho soldier’s pay f r tho first 
year rebuff be retained until bis discharge 
and forfeited if lie does not servo out bis 
term. 
It also provides for tho adoption 
of tile British custom of permitting en­ 
listed men to purchase their discharge.

Disappointment

A n t w e r p, fept. 7.—A terrible dyna­ 
mite explosion here Friday resulted in the 
death of 2fi0 persons and the injury ot eft 
least 500 more. 
'J he explosion occurred 
in a cartridge factory near the hoarse and 
behind the docks where millions of c a rt­ 
ridges were being loaded. 
The factory 
was adjacent to the petroleum stores and 
two large Russian petroleum warehouses 
were set on fire and the flames rapidly 
spread. 
The police, soldiers, and the en­ 
tire fire departm ent were soon working 911 
tho fire, with little prospect of checking 
it. 
Th© city was soon enveloped in a 
dense smoke, while at one time 80, OO J bar­ 
rels of oil were burning. 
The loss of life was fearful. 
The explo­ 
sion occurred in a workshop where old 
cartridges were being taken to pioces. 
Men and women were actively a t work 
breaking them up and 25,000,000 had 
been partially broken. 
The number of 
dead is not less than 200. 
The fire con­ 
tinued to spread and soon covered two 
acres. 
Tho flames shot up to aft immense 
height. 
Amid the roar of the flames there 
was a continous succession of loud report!, 
supposed to be from the ignition and ex­ 
plosion of packets of cartridges. 
Beyond 
the Russian tanks and Nobels sheds there 
were numerous houses burning. 
The loss will be many millions of francs. 
Several vessels havo.'been burned. 
Owing 
to the intense heat tho firemen were un­ 
able to approach tho flames nearer than 
106 yards. 
The explosion occurred in the Corvileian 
cartridge factory. 
This establishment bad 
been condemned by the communal council, 
but the deputation permanent© had allowed 
work to continue. 
The victims are mostly 
factory girls. 
Windows three miles dis­ 
tant were shattered by the explosion. 
The latest estimate is that there are 300 
dead and 1,000 injured. 
A t the American 
docks all the ships have been saved, owing 
to the favorable direction of the wind. 
The stained windows of the cathedral are 
smashed and it is feared that the steeple 
will collapse. 
The 
whole 
vicinity is 
strewn with debris. 
The docks, sheds and 
hydraulic cranes are greatly damaged. 
The soldiers a t the garrison and a large 
number of citizens are assisting the fire* 
men. 
Many are dropping from suffoca­ 
tion. 
The scenes a t the hospital are heartrend­ 
ing. 
King Leopold has sent a telegram 
expressing sym pathy and asking for par­ 
ticulars. 
The people are incensed at the 
deputation permanente for allowing work 
to continuo in the cartridge factory.

HI3 ADDRESS AT THE WINNEBAGO COUNTY 


FAIR. 
Ogden H. Bethels, of this oity, deliver­ 
ed the annual address before the Win­ 
nebago County Fair Association at Rock­ 
ford on Thursday afternoon. The Rookr 
ford Gazette, of Friday evening, in its 
report of the fair, gives Mr. Bothers’

VANDERLYN’s BARN DESTROYED—THE EN 
CINE USELESS FOR WANT OI" WATER — 
FAST RUN. 
The Gazette is under obligations to 
Ald. Chaa. Horn for further details o? 
the Olinton'.fire, Ald. Horn accompanied 
the fire engine to that village, returning 
with the company on the Janesville 
accommodation at 8:45 p. rn. 
The barn belonged to Mr. Nathan Van- 
derlyD, situated on his farm about a mile 
and a quarter [from the village. 
The 
barn contained about eighty tons cf 
clover hay,* and was surrounded by 
large stacks of gram, the dwelling honse 
being located in oiose proximity. The 
La Prairie town insurahce [company bad 
an insurance on the barn and contents* 
as follows: hay, §250, bain §800, grain 
§500—total iusnrance §1,550. The loss 
will be about §3,000. 
Ald. Horn says the fire broke throngh 
the roof of the barn while the fire steam­ 
er was being taken from the cars; the 
engine was hurried to the eiene, four 
hordes being provided for that purpose. 
but on arriving at the fire it was discov­ 
ered that instead of plenty of water be­ 
ing on hand to eupply the steamer, there 
was none within reach, the villagers be 
ing somewhat surprised when they were 
informed that it would require about eix 
to eight hundred gallons of water a min­ 
ute to keep the engine moving. The barn 
and hay were soon entirely consumed. 
The fire was first discovered on Tburs 
day afternoon, and then efforts were 
made to save as much of the property as 
possible. 
Two steam threshing ma 
chines were procured and put to work on 
Friday morning at eleven o’cloek, and 
fit half past three they were compelled to 
move out on aocouDt of the heat. Dur­ 
ing the four aud a half hours they were 
at work they threshed 800 bushels of 
oats; 250 bushels of barley, aud 25 bush­ 
els of timothy. The barn destroyed was 
comparatively a new one, and was 40x62 
feet in size. It was with extreme hard 
work and great difficulty that the sur­ 
rounding property was saved. 
There are two theories in relation to 
the origin of the fire. 
The first, and 
the 
one 
generally accepted, 
being 
that of spontaneous combustion. The 
other that the barn was struck by light­ 
ning during the storm of Wednesday 
night and Tnureday morning. 
The fire engine was taken down to 
Clinton by Engineer Wm. McGee, who 
with an engine, caboose and one fiat car, 
made the run of foul teen miles rn four­ 
teen minutes. The fire steamer was 
brought home overland this forenoon, 
arriving in the city phortly after twelve 
o’dook, it beiDg hauled by four hordes 
Assistant Engineer Osgood, who had 
charge of the company that went down 
with the engine, was disgusted on er- 
riving to find that no water could be had, 
and therefore, it was useless to attempt 
to save the barn. Had an engine been 
on band early [in the morning with a 
reasonable amount of water, the barn 
could have been saved, 
It is a strange coincidence that almost 
the same kind of a fire occurred on the 
same premises about ten years ago. A 
large rick of hay was Been to be smok­ 
ing and finally was discovered to be on 
fire. Most of the bay was saved at that 
time, however.
